303  East  201H  Street,  New  York. 


It  is  a  far  cry  from  the  peaceful  precincts  of  the 
Babies'  Wards,  with  their  rows  of  tiny  cribs  and  the 
cheery  white-capped  nurses — where  the  only  battles  to 
be  fought  are  to  6ave  lives — to  the  wild  plains  and 
great  cities  of  Russia,  still  crimson  with  blood  and  lurid 
with  flames,  but  the  connection  is  closer  than  one  might 
at  first  realize.  In  our  comfortable  homes  we  have  con- 
gratulated ourselves  on  the  distance  which  separates  us 
from  such  scenes  of  famine  and  carnage,  and  have  felt 
that  all  we  were  called  upon  to  give  to  suffering  Russia 
was  a  thought  of  deepest  pity  and  sympathy  in  this  her 
vital  crisis.  To  those  of  us,  however,  who  are  interested 
in  Hospital  work,  the  truth  has  been  brought  home 
that  we  are  all  members  one  of  another,  and  that  the 
sins  and  suffering  of  our  far  away  brothers  must  sooner 
or  later  stir  our  own  lives. 

During  the  past  year  or  more  Ru66ian  and  Polish 
Jews  by  thousands  have,  in  their  struggles  to  escape 
from  horrors  and  death  at  home,  sought  our  own  hos- 
pitable shores.  Strangers  in  a  strange  land,  unable  in 
many  cases  to  work,  enfeebled  by  years  of  privation,  at 
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the  least  exposure  sickness  attacks  them.  The  children 
naturally  succumb  first,  and  scores  of  these  little  ones 
have  been  brought  to  the  Babies'  "Wards  duriug  the  past 
year  as  a  direct  result  of  the  troubles  in  .Russia.  The 
labor,  expense  and  anxious  thought  which  the  care  of 
such  children  of  sorrow  involves,  often  reaching  to  the 
temporary  charge  of  an  entire  family,  has  thrown  a  great 
burden  upon  us  just  at  a  time  when  the  Babies'  Wards, 
in  common  with  almost  every  New  York  Hospital, 
has  been  suffering  from  the  still  unaccountable  falling 
off  of  contributions.  These  children  have  come  to  us 
in  great  waves  as  it  were.  The  Wards  would  be  com- 
fortably full,  all  doing  well,  when  a  few  days  of  extreme 
cold  or  damp  would  bring  crowds  of  anxious  mothers,  un- 
able perhaps  .  to  speak  any  English,  carrying  babies, 
often  ragged  and  dirty  beyond  description,  and  moaning 
with  pain.  In  a  single  day  20  children  were  admitted, 
and  at  times  we  have  had  to  fill  every  corner  with  tem- 
porary accommodations  absolutely  necessary,  as  no  other 
Hospital  could  be  found  able  and  willing  to  take 
these  little  ones,  such  discouraging  cases.  Our  records 
are  full  of  such  histories  as  these. 

Letta  H.,  14  mouths,  Russian,  one  of  twins,  weighs 
11  pounds.  When  father  can  find  work,  makes  at  most 
$6.00  a  week.  Several  weeks  before  admission  a  fever 
came  on  ;  baby  has  cried  and  coughed  a  great  deal  ;  last 
few  days  only  partially  conscious;  very  ill  now  with 
pneumonia;  temperature,  105  degrees.  The  greatest 
care  and  watchfulness  are  required,  as  not  only  the 
fever  burning  her  up  must  be  reduced, but  the  results  of 
months  of  starvation  combated. 

Annie  R.,  a  Polish  Jew,  3  years  old,  after  some  days 
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of  high  fever  and  much  suffering,  was  brought  to  the 
Wards  in  a  severe  convulsion.  On  examination  it  was 
found  that  she  had  both  pneumonia  and  meningitis, 
either  of  which  singly  so  often  proves  fatal.  She  re- 
quired nearly  the  whole  time  of  one  nurse,  and  most  of 
the  remedies  of  the  pharmacopia  were  tried,  in  addition 
to  every  alleviation  of  care  and  diet.  In  spite  of  the 
seeming  impossibility  of  recovery,  she  has  gained  won- 
derfully and  will  shortly  be  able  to  be  sent  to  Morristown, 
where,  under  the  oversight  of  the  wonderful  Speedwell 
Society,  there  is  every  hope  that  her  cure  will  be 
complete. 

Elias  E.,  Russian  Jew,  father  a  tailor  supporting  wife 
and  four  small  children  on  $8.00  a  week.  Had  been  ill  for 
three  weeks  ;  breathed  with  great  difficulty,  high  fever. 
It  proved  to  be  Empyema,  and  an  immediate  operation 
was  imperative ;  a  portion  of  the  ribs  was  removed  and 
the  cavity  irrigated  and  drained.  Greatly  relieved  by 
this,  in  a  short  time  he  began  to  improve.  Days  spent 
in  the  6un  in  the  roof  garden  during  our  warm  autumn, 
brought  color  to  the  pale  cheeks.  He  grew  plump, 
could  eat  with  relish,  doing  beautifully — the  doctor's 
verdict.  Now  fat  as  butter,  he  is  ready  to  go  home, 
having  been  allowed  a  few  extra  day6  in  the  Wards  to 
enjoy  the  wonderful  Christmas  t:ee. 

Every  year  the  better  class  of  laborers  are  moving  up 
town  more  and  more,  and  the  Babies'  Wards — the  only 
Babies'  Hospital  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  great  tene- 
ment house  population  below  55th  street— are  receiving 
every  year  children  from  poorer  and  poorer  homes.  To 
achieve  the  best  possible  results  with  such  patients  re- 
quires many  branches  as  it  were.    First  of  all  must  come 
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the  labors  of  the  most  intelligent,  skillful  and  conscien- 
tious doctors  and  nurses.  A  detailed  report  of  the  sur- 
gical work  of  the  Wards  follows,  and  we  commend  it  to 
the  careful  attention  of  all,  that  they  may  see  how  the 
first  essential  of  hospital  work  is  carried  out.  Second, 
to  complete  the  cure  of  many  cases,  weeks  nay  months 
of  building  up  or  "building  over"  are  needed  out- 
side of  the  walls  of  a  hospital,  in  country  air  but  under 
the  supervision  of  both  doctor  and  nurse.  We  have  sent 
during  the  past  year  53  of  our  convalescents  to  the  Con- 
valescent Home  for  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  and  48  to  the 
Speedwell  Society  at  Morristovvn,  where  in  many  cases 
months  have  been  spent.  Nearly  all  these  children 
have  done  extremely  well,  many  returning  to  the  city 
in  such  a  changed  condition  that  their  own  parents 
did  not  recognize  them.  Our  heartiest  thanks  are  due 
to  both  of  these  Associations,  which  have  saved  many 
lives,  for  their  most  valuable  work. 

Third.  Many  convalescents  of  course  cannot  be  sent  out 
of  town.  To  take  such  steps  as  are  possible  to  improve 
the  too  often  most  wretched  homes  to  which  they  must 
return — to  find  work  for  unemployed  parents — to  instruct 
ignorant  mothers  as  to  how  future  illness  of  the  baby 
may  be  avoided — to  provide  such  food  and  clothing  as 
are  needed  to  relieve  immediate  distress — to  look  up  a 
home  for  the  occasional  deserted  baby — all  these  come 
within  the  province  of  our  "Visitor  to  the  Homes."  They 
require  the  services  of  a  most  intelligent  and  competent 
woman  ;  a  physician  herself  and  a  trained  charitable 
worker.  Dr.  Cordes,  acting  under  the  supervision  and 
with  the  advice  of  our  most  able  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee in  charge,  has  accomplished,  we  believe,  very  im- 
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portant  results  during  the  past  year.  1457  visits  have 
been  made  to  the  homes,  and  special  attention  is  now 
being  given  to  the  solution  of  some  of  the  new  problems 
which  are  constantly  arising  in  such  work.  A  typical 
case  of  children  visited  is  copied  from  one  of  the  visitor's 
reports  :  "  Rosie  Grecco  one  year  old.  Parents  live  on  the 
top  floor ;  have  two  children,  and  the  four  live  in  one 
room  smaller  than  an  ordinary  hall  bed-room.  This  room 
has  one  window  opening  on  an  air  shaft ;  an  iron  bed- 
stead without  mat  trass  occupies  a  large  part  of  the  room. 
The  only  other  article  of  furnishing  excepting  a  wooden 
box  used  as  a  seat,  is  a  sewing  machine  which  stands  in 
front  of  the  window.  The  woman  sew6 ;  her  husband 
could  not  obtain  work.  They  related  in  broken  English 
that  they  had  only  been  in  this  country  a  few  mouths, 
and  that  they  had  lately  been  robbed  of  a  trunk  which 
contained  most  of  their  possessions.  The  room  was  dirty 
and  the  care  of  the  children  of  course  poor.  The  woman's 
earnings  amount  to  about  30  cents  a  day.  The  Charity 
Organization  was  at  once  informed  of  the  destitute  condi- 
tion of  the  family,  aud  work  was  obtained  for  the  man, 
and  temporary  relief  of  food,  etc.  was  provided." 

While  we  may  perhaps  emphasize  these  ihree 
great  departments  of  our  work,  one  should  remember 
that  we  must  secure  the  cooperation  of  many  other  help- 
ers to  bring  the  Wards  to  that  condition  of  efficiency 
for  which  we  strive.  The  amount  of  bedding,  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  blankets,  spreads,  etc.,  and  of  children's 
clothing  of  all  kinds  needed  each  year  in  caring  for  1200 
patients,  when  constant  steam  disinfection  in  addi- 
tion to  ordinary  laundering  is  needed,  is  almost  beyond 
belief.    A  most  important  helper,  the  Babies'  Wards 
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Guild,  of  which  a  full  report  will  be  found  elsewhere, 
undertakes  the  provision  of  the  bedding.  For  the  thous- 
ands of  articles,  of  clothing  to  be  renewed  each  year 
we  depend  entirely  upon  the  voluntary  gifts  of  Sewing 
Classes  and  individuals.  A  Sewing  Class  organized  by 
some  of  our  managers  gave  most  valuable  help  last  year, 
but  a  constant  new  supply  of  the  articles  given  in  ap- 
pendix is  needed,  and  we  earnestly  beg  that  sewing 
classes,  schools,  and  friends  both  in  the  city  and  through- 
out the  country,  able  to  contribute  even  a  single  little 
dress,  wrapper,  or  sack,  will  remember  the  needs  of 
our  patients. 

Our  oldest  branch  association,  the  Sunbeam  League, 
whose  work  is  reported  in  detail  elsewhere,  assists  in  so 
many  ways  that  it  sometimes  seems  as  if  the  "Wards  could 
hardly  be  carried  on  without  it. 

We  cannot  speak  too  strongly  of  the  happiness  which 
has  been  brought  into  the  lives  of  our  suffering  children 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  of  Girls  on  Ward 
visiting  under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Robb,  with 
its  various  sub-committees  of  which  an  account  is  found 
elsewhere.  Reorganized  over  a  year  ago  and  largely  in- 
creased in  numbers,  the  joy  which  has  been  given  by  the 
drives  they  have  furnished,  the  toys,  the  frequent  "treats'' 
the  beautiful  flowers,  and  their  own  visits  has  in- 
deed been  a  most  important  element  in  the  cure  of  our 
patients.  As  one  of  our  little  boys  said  rather  pathe- 
tically, "Oh  do  send  us  some  more  of  them  nice  young 
ladies  that  smiles. The  pleasure  that  the  flowers  sent 
have  brought  not  only  to  the  children  but  also  to  the 
Ward  nurses  whose  lives  are  spent  among  scenes  of  sad- 
ness and  suffering,  has  been  so  great  that  we  earnestly 
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hope  that  ladies  giving  entertainments  where  flowers  are 
lavishly  used  will  communicate  with  the  Chairman  of 
their  flower  committee,  Miss  Gretchen  Hoyt,  2  East  75th 
Street,  who  will  arrauge  to  have  them  brought  to  the 
Hospital  while  still  fresh. 

Every  year  we  try  to  make  some  advance  toward  the 
ideal  Babies'  Hospital  for  which  we  are  striving.  What 
could  be  done  for  our  patients  Sunday  afternoons  has 
for  years  been  a  great  problem.  The  visits  of  the  parents 
Sunday  mornings  always  leave  the  children  fretful  and 
nervous,  needing  some  special  soothing  and  amusing; 
while  the  fact  that  each  nurse  must  rightfully  have  half 
a  day's  rest  on  Sundays,  makes  us  then  short  of  helpers. 
To  meet  this  real  difficult?  one  of  our  most  efficient 
managers,  Mrs.  Donald  MacKay,  organized  last  winter  a 
system  of  Sunday  afternoon  visiting,  arranging  for  com- 
mittees of  young  people  to  come  down  to  sing  to  the 
children,  tell  them  Bible  stories,  etc.  Going^  from 
Ward  to  Ward  the  hymns,  songs  and  lullabies  they  sang 
were  a  source  of  the  very  greatest  pleasure,  and  the  effect 
on  the  children,  even  on  the  tiny  babies,  was  wonderful. 
Sunday  afternoons  were  most  eagerly  looked  forward  to 
and  constant  inquiries  were  made,  ''When  will  the  sing- 
ing people  come  again  \ "  while  echoes  of  the  songs 
were  heard  through  the  week  in  pathetically  feeble  tones. 
Through  the  interest  of  Mrs.  MacKay  a  fine  piano  was 
given  to  the  Wrards  by  Mrs.  Carnegie,  winning  the 
deepest  gratitude  of  the  children,  who  are  most  proud  of 
'•our  piano.''  Last  winter  this  visiting  was  undertaken 
by  the  Fifth  Avenue  Collegiate  Church — Dr.  MacKay's, 
but  during  the  present  year  it  is  to  be  under  the  charge  of 
several  churches  as  follows  :

lu  summing  up  the  work  of  the  Babies'  "Wards  for  the 
past  year,  we  quote  a  few  lines  from  the  most  interesting 
Report  recently  sent  out  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Supported  Beds.  "  There  is  one  side  of  the 
work  which  is  very  little  appreciated,  and  that  is  its  edu- 
cational value  to  both  our  little  inmates  and  their  par- 
ents. An  extract  from  the  letter  of  a  lady,  a  constant 
visitor  at  the  Wards,  says  :  "One  thing  that  seems  to 
me  specially  noticeable  in  the  children  is  their  general 
improvement  in  looks,  ways,  mind,  manners  and  con- 
duct. Even  those  coming  from  the  poorest,  lowest 
homes  where  the  parents  are  so  rough  and  ignorant, 
after  a  couple  of  months  in  the  Wards  and  under  the 
training  of  the  nurses,  develop  into  children  of  appar- 
ently ordinary  refinement.  They  seem  happy ;  they 
never  have  a  cowed,  shrinking  look  and  always  appear 
fond  of  the  nurses  and  doctors,  yet  the  discipline  which 
will  not  allow  them  to  kick  and  howl  and  fight  and  say 
bad  words,  as  their  brothers  and  sisters  do  at  home,  is 
excellent  for  them  mentally,  morally  and  physically. 
The  mothers  themselves  are  astonished  at  their  children." 
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We  have  been  accustomed  to  think  of  the  Wards  as 
educating  the  patients'  mothers  as  regards  cleanliness, 
sanitation,  etc.,  but  it  is  clear  that  their  work  is  far 
wider  ;  that  they  teach  to  mothers  and  children  the 
beauty  of  gentleness,  patience,  forbearance  towards 
others  and  especially  toward  the  weak,  and  that  obedience 
is  not  the  result  only  of  a  rough  word  or  blow." 

We  have  given  you  a  glimpse  of  the  personal  work 
which  is  carried  on  in  many  directions  at  the  Babies' 
Wards  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  suffering  childhood. 
The  continuance  and  increase  of  this  work  must,  how- 
ever, depend  on  the  pecuniary  support  of  its  friends  and 
the  public.  This  we  ask  now  not  as  a  personal  favor  to  a 
woman's  committee,  but  as  a  duty  owed  by  every  one  to 
this  class  of  innocent  sufferers.  No  satisfactory  explana- 
tion of  the  universal  falling  off  in  contributions  to  Hospital 
work  has  as  yet  been  found  by  the  very  able  committee 
appointed  for  investigation,  though  the  question  has  been 
raised  of  possible  extravagance  of  expenditure.  We 
can  only  speak  for  the  Babies'  Wards.  They  are  car- 
ried on  under  the  careful  supervision  of  a  Women's 
Auxiliary,  who  scrutinize  every  expenditure  most  con- 
scientiously and  we  believe  are  managed  in  the  most 
economical  manner  consistent  with  good  work.  The  radi- 
cal cure  of  a  sick  baby  born  with  enfeebled  constitution 
the  heritage  of  generations  of  poverty-stricken,  often 
sinning,  ancestors — must  be  an  expensive  matter,  but  it 
is  not  as  expensive  as  the  support  for  years  of  an  invalid 
pauper,  too  often  passing  on  that  condition  to  descend- 
ants. 

We  trust  that  increasing  love  of  luxury  and  the  enor- 
mous gifts  for  recreation  and  education  may  not  result 
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in  crippling  what  seems  to  us  a  work  of  vital  import- 
ance, the  giving  to  young  children  the  sound  healthy 
bodies  without  which  life  indeed  will  be  a  burden  to 
them. 

The  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  are  : 

First.  A  greatly  increased  number  of  annual  subtcrip- 
tions  and  donations  to  our  Nursing  and  Emergency 
Fund.  On  this  fund  now  depend  the  salaries  of  Head 
Nurse  and  Assistant  of  our  visitor,  a  woman  physician, 
all  fresh  air  expenditures,  ward  replenishments,  printing 
reports,  extra  help,  etc. — expenses  of  vital  importance.  As 
gift?  of  even  very  small  sums  are  gratefully  received, 
this  way  of  helping  the  sick  is  brought  within  reach  of 
every  one  of  us. 

Second.  Supported  beds  by  gifts  of  $200  annually. 
This  sum  allows  the  naming  of  the  crib  as  a  memorial 
or  otherwise,  and  while,  of  course,  it  does  not  furnish 
full  support,  3'et  with  the  aid  of  the  small  city  allow- 
ance and  of  our  Nursing  Fund  provides  for  those  ap- 
plicants who  need  its  shelter  so  sorely. 

Third.  (rifts  of  clothing,  new  or  old,  toys,  especially 
dolls  and  rattles,  fruit  and  home  made  jellies,  and 
best  of  all  the  personal  help  of  those  willing  to  give 
even  a  small  portion  of  their  time. 

There  are  some  of  you  of  whom  it  may  be  said: 
"  Freely  ye  have  received.''  May  we  not  urge  as  the 
completion:  " Freely  give." 

A  most  vital  need  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is  the  erection 
of  a  new  laundry,  as  the  present  one  is  absolutely 
unsuited  for  its  enlarged  work.  Plans  are  being  made 
by  the  Post-Graduate  for  the  building  of  the  larger 
laundry  necessitated  by  the  growth  of  the  general  work. 
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It  is  almost  impossible  to  combine  the  laundry  of  adults 
and  babies,  as  the  needs  so  differ.  The  gift  of  $5,000 
would  enable  us  to  erect  a  separate  division  of  the  laun- 
dry, furnished  with  the  improved  machinery  needed  for 
the  proper  cleansing  of  babies'  hospital  clothing,  which 
involves  serious  problems.  Will  not  some  friend  make 
us  this  great  gift  ? 

We  have  perhaps  all  seen  the  copies  of  a  popular 
picture  which  seems  to  have  touched  the  heart  of  the  pub- 
lic, typifying  the  millenium  of  universal  peace  and  hap 
piness  to  which  we  look  forward.  A  group  of  animals, 
of  natures  so  diverse  that  their  instincts  are  to  prey  upon 
one  another,  the  strong  and  the  weak,  the  cruel  and  the 
gentle,  the  treacherous  and  the  guileless,  are  pressing 
forward  together  in  peace  and  accord  under  the  guid- 
an3e  of  a  child.  It  is  a  tiny  child  surrounded  with  the 
halo  of  innocence,  but  bearing  the  martyr's  palm  which 
shows  that  happiness  has  been  reached  through  patient 
suffering.  Ah  friends,  there  is  much  of  the  lower,  is  it 
unjust  to  say  the  animal  nature  left  in  all  of  us.  An  un- 
bridled love  of  pleasure,  a  mounting  of  the  strong  at  the 
expense  of  the  weak,  a  dislike  of  all  effort  which  in- 
volves sacrifice  of  self,  are  not  these  still  hard  to 
overcome  3  Shall  we  not,  therefore,  remind  each  other 
once  a  year  that  to  reach  the  happiness  toward  which  we 
struggle,  our  higher  natures  must  conquer  the  lower,  and 
we  must  press  forward  together,  the  rich  and  the  poor, 
the  lofty  and  the  lowly,  the  happy  and  the  sad,  and 
may  it  be  said  of  us  "A  little  child  hath  led  them."

ARTICLES   OF    CLOTHING  NOW   NEEDED   AT  THE  BABIES' 
WARDS. 


Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application 
to  Chairman  of  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Elisha  M. 
Fulton,  Jr.,  Portchester,  N.  Y. 

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  1  yard  by  1£  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting;  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with 
pink  or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering  from 
pneumonia.

The  Ward  Visiting  Committee,  which  was  reor- 
ganized last  year,  has  this  year  enlarged  its  membership 
and  is  extending  its  work. 

Its  object  is  to  supplement  all  that  is  being  done  for 
the  physical  benetit  of  the  poor  sick  children  at  the 
Wards  by  entertaining  and  playing  with  them  and 
bringing  them  any  pleasures  and  distractions  possible. 

Through  the  exertions  of  the  Drives  Committee  and 
of  many  of  our  members,  who  collected  donations  for 
the  purpose,  we  were  able  last  summer  to  provide  much 
needed  drives  in  the  park.  These  drives  brought  not 
only  much  pleasure  to  the  little  patients,  but  also  very 
real  physical  benetit.  Our  members  sent  flowers  to  the 
Wards  almost  weekly  during  the  summer,  and  they 
were  very  much  enjoyed  by  those  who  seldom  see  green 
fields  or  growing  flowers. 

We  have  lately  made  an  arrangement  by  which,  when 
notified  by  any  friends  of  their  willingness  to  donate 
flowers,  we  send  them  a  postal  order  card  to  our  express- 
man who  calls  at  the  hour  they  select,  collects  the  flow- 
ers in  boxes  and  delivers  them  at  the  Wards — the  ex- 
penses being  paid  by  our  Committee.  We  have  already 
had  many  flowers  this  winter  donated  by  members  and 
their  friends  after  receptions,  weddings  and  other  enter- 
tainments, and  they  have  proved  a  great  delight  to  the 
children.  The  Toy  Committee  has  purchased  some 
toys  and  distributed  them  among  the  children  and  hope 
to  continue  to  do  so  this  year. 
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The  Christmas  Committee  expects  to  arrange  for  the 
Christmas  Tree  this  year,  which  is  to  be  held  in  the 
Wards  on  the  Wednesday  after  Christmas.  A  member 
of  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  has  very  kindly  donated  a  tree 
with  all  its  ornaments  Toys  and  money  for  toys  have 
been  generously  contributed  by  members  of  the  Ladies 
Auxiliary,  of  the  Sunbeam  League  and  of  the  Ward 
Visiting  Committee.  The  Christmas  Committee  expects 
to  purchase  many  of  the  toys,  to  decorate  the  tree  and 
distribute  the  presents,  assisted  by  two  members  of  the 
Sunbeam  League.  It  also  expects  to  send  ice  cream  and 
cake  on  the  day  of  the  celehratiou  and  to  help  the  Sun- 
beam League  provide  the  Christmas  decorations  for  the 
Wards. 

The  Easter  Committee  hopes  to  arrange  for  some  cele- 
bration at  Easter  and  to  decorate  the  Wards  and  Roof 
Garden  with  growing  plants,  which  last  year  gave  such 
lasting  pleasure  to  the  children. 

In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  extend  our  work  and 
to  support  a  bed  in  the  Wards. 

We  hope  that  more  winter  drives  may  be  made  possi- 
ble by  the  occasional  loan  of  a  carriage  or  automobile, 
and  that  any  one  who  feels  interested  in  doing  this  or  in 
sending  flowers,  toys  or  treats  of  any  kind  to  the 
children  will  communicate  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
appropriate  committee. 

We  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  all  those  who  have 
so  generously  aided  us,  and  we  hope  that  they  will  con- 
tinue their  much  needed  interest  in  the  coming  year.

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SURGICAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES' 
WARDS.

Aside  from  congenital  malformations,  birth  injur- 
ies and  a  few  rare  affections,  children  are  subject  to  the 
same  general  diseases  that  affect  adults.  The  course  of 
such  diseases,  however,  is  modified  by  conditions  inherent 
to  early  age.  Diagnosis  in  infancy  and  early  childhood 
presents  peculiar  difficulties,  but  the  ease  with  which  we 
can  examine  the  whole  body  of  a  child,  counterbalances 
in  a  measure  some  of  these  obstacles.  As  the  little 
patient  cannot  tell  his  own  story,  subjective  aid  is  entirely 
lacking,  and  we  must  depend  for  our  diagnosis  upon  the 
history  as  related  by  the  mother  or  attendant,  physical 
examination  and  laboratory  examination  of  the  blood 
and  various  secretions. 

To  one  inexperienced  in  examining  young  children  the 
problem  of  correctly  diagnosticating  their  ills  is  a  diffi- 
cult one.  "A  student  confronted  with  a  sick  child  may 
be  moderately  well  acquainted  with  diagnosis  as  prac- 
tised in  our  general  hospitals,  but  may  feel  as  if  all  his 
knowledge  and  all  his  methods  had  suddenly  failed  him. 
He  may  experience  the  same  6ense  of  helplessness  which 
a  traveller  will  have  when  suddenly  cast  adrift  in  a 
strange  land  of  whose  customs  he  is  ignorant,  and  whose 
language  he  has  not  yet  learned  ;  in  proportion  as  he  is 
intelligent,  and  practiced  in  travelling  at  home  will  he 
experience  the  vexation  of  seeing  the  same  kind  of 
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tilings,  the  means  of  locomotion,  the  places  of  rest,  the 
various  forms  of  food,  and  yet  be  unable  to  understand 
how  to  avail  himself  of  them  all ;  or,  perhaps,  misguided 
by  some  spurious  resemblance  or  misled  by  some  oppo- 
site custom,  he  may  find  himself  injured  by  the  very 
knowledge  which  would  otherwise  be  useful."  (Fin- 
luysnn ). 

The  requisites  for  success  in  handling  children  are 
patience,  tact,  good  temper,  and  an  inborn  love  of 
children.  The  history  as  related  by  the  mother  should 
be  carefully  noted.  Her  theoretical  views  as  to  the 
specific  diagnosis  in  a  given  case  may  be  lightly  received, 
but  her  opinion  as  to  the  child's  general  condition  should 
be  given  serious  consideration.  When  she  says  there  is 
"something  wrong  with  the  baby,"  that  it  is  "better" 
or  "worse,"  her  view  is  apt  to  be  correct.  Affection 
sharpens  the  wits  aud  makes  keen  the  observation,  hence 
all  statements  and  opinions  as  to  the  actual  facts  of  the 
illness  should  be  given  due  weight. 

Only  a  hint  cau  be  given  here  of  the  methods  of 
examination  and  diagnosis.  The  general  "make-up"  of 
a  patient,  its  head,  chest,  abdomen,  extremities;  its  pos- 
ture, expression,  cry,  sleep,  breathing,  cough  ;  its  pupils, 
mucous  membranes,  mouth  and  throat  must  all  be  syste- 
matically studied.  Another  point  to  be  remembered  is 
that  the  nervous  system  of  a  child  develops  very  rapidly, 
and  that  the  sympathetic  connection  between  the  differ- 
ent organs  is  very  close.  Disturbances  of  one  part  will 
sometimes  be  referred  to  organs  at  a  distance  from  the 
one  affected.  Like  the  telephone  system  after  a  storm, 
the  wires  often  become  crossed,  and  the  bell  rings  at  the 
wrong  station. 
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By  inspection  alone  the  trained  eye  can  recognize 
many  of  the  diseases  of  childhood,  for  example  the 
large  square  head,  open  fontanelles,  triangular  chest, 
headed  ribs,  pot  belly,  lax  joints,  flexible  long  bones, 
and  deformities  all  point  to  rickets;  coryza,  skin  eruption, 
labial  fissures,  mucous  patches,  cachexia,  etc.,  suggest 
early  syphilis ;  notching  of  the  teeth,  saddle  nose, 
eye  and  ear  affections,  deformed  shin  bones,  indicate 
late  syphilis.  The  dwarfed  body,  thick  boggy  skin, 
stumpy  fingers  and  toes,  blank  facial  expression,  low 
forehead,  broad  nose,  thick  protruding  tongue,  make  up 
the  clinical  picture  known  as  cretinism.  Of  course  these 
are  striking  examples,  but  the  more  we  give  attention  to 
small  details  in  our  examinations  the  more  accurate  will 
our  diagnoses  be. 

Examples  will  be  cited  to  show  where  failure  to  obtain 
a  correct  history,  to  make  a  careful  physical  examination 
and  to  make  use  of  the  microscope  and  laboratory  aids, 
resulted  in  a  failure  to  arrive  at  a  correct  diagnosis. 
An  infant  seriously  ill  was  admitted  to  the  Babies'  Wards, 
the  family  physician  having  made  a  diagnosis  of  "bloody 
dysentery  "  and  prescribed  accordingly.  The  real  diffi- 
culty proved  to  be  a  form  of  intestinal  obstruction  known 
as  "  intussusception,"  and  an  operation  was  imperative 
in  order  to  save  the  baby.  Another  case  was  sent  to 
the  hospital  with  a  diagnosis  of  "  acute  appendicitis," 
with  a  request  that  an  immediate  operation  be  performed. 
Careful  physical  examination  excluded  appendicitis, 
and  a  pneumonia  with  "abdominal  symptoms"  was 
found  to  be  the  cause  of  the  illness.  It  was  just  a  case 
of  "crossed  telephone  wires,"  the  sympathetic  nerves 
referring  the  trouble  to  a  point  distant  from  the  af- 
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fected  lung.  Another  case  was  being  treated  for  rheu- 
matism when  the  real  cause  was  a  tubercular  disease  of 
the  ankle  joint.  This  mistake  is  frequently  made  in  the 
early  stages  of  joint  tuberculosis,  the  differential  diag- 
nosis at  first  being  somewhat  difficult.  Still  another 
little  patient,  who  wa6  being  treated  for  "  malaria  and 
consumption  of  the  bowels,"  proved  to  have  a  large 
peri-nephritic  abscess,  the  surgical  treatment  of  which 
resulted  in  a  cure.  The  clinical  picture  here  was  one  of 
sepsis  rather  than  of  malaria,  and  an  examination  of  the 
blood,  together  with  a  careful  physical  examination, 
would  have  given  the  clue  to  the  diagnosis. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  medical  diag- 
nosis and  surgical  diagnosis  are  very  closely,  in  fact,  in- 
separably related.  "The  medical  and  surgical  attendants 
of  the  Babies'  "Wards  work  hand  in  hand  for  the  benefit 
of  the  sick.  There  is  division  of  labor,  but  there  is  no 
artificial  division  into  medical  and  surgical  diseases,  for 
we  recognize  that  almost  any  disease  may  be  medical  to-day 
and  surgical  to-morrow,  and  vice  versa,  and  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  patient  are  served  by  our  combined  efforts/' 
(Caille.) 

During  the  past  year  433  surgical  cases  have  been 
cared  for  in  the  Babies'  Wards.  Previous  reports  have 
pictured  the  range  of  surgical  disease  which  we  are  called 
upon  to  treat.  To  review  in  detal  all  the  work  of  the 
year  would  be  out  of  place  here,  but  brief  mention  will 
be  made  of  some  of  the  features  of  the  service. 

Adenoids.  154  cases  of  Adenoids  have  been  operated 
upon.  Parents  are  beginning  to  recognize  the  import- 
ance of  having  their  children  attended  to  when  this 
trouble  exists.    Colds,  catarrh,  mouth-breathing,  nasal

voice,  impaired  hearing,  middle  ear  and  mastoid  disease, 
cervical  adenitis,  etc.,  may  be  due  to  adenoids.  Where 
the  condition  is  neglected,  deformities  of  the  palate, 
nose,  face,  and  chest  often  result.  Various  reflex  neu- 
roses, such  as  listlessness,  headache,  melancholy,  appar- 
ent stupidity,  chorea,  asthma,  incontinence  of  urine,  and 
epileptiform  seizures  have  disappeared  after  the  oper- 
ation of  adenectomy.  This  simple  procedure  is  often 
followed  by  wonderful  improvement.  As  a  prophylatic 
surgical  measure  against  the  symptoms  and  conditions 
that  have  been  mentioned,  the  operation  for  the  removal 
of  adenoids  is  warmly  advocated. 

Fracture.  Among  the  broken  bones  there  were 
eight  cases  of  fractures  of  the  femur.  When  this  acci- 
dent occurs  in  early  childhood,  the  small  size  of  the 
limbs,  the  delicate  condition  of  the  skin,  the  natural 
restlessness  and  lack  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the 
little  sufferer,  make  very  difficult  the  appplication  of 
auy  apparatus  or  splint  which  will  result  in  a  cure  with- 
out shortening  or  deformity.  Three  of  the  older  chil- 
dren were  treated  by  using  a  molded  plaster  splint  at 
the  poiut  of  fracture,  with  a  Buck's  extension  to  the 
affected  limb.  Five  babies  were  treated  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  After  reduction  of  the  fracture  the  limb 
was  flexed  at  right  angles  to  the  body  and  slightly  ab- 
ducted. Then  a  plaster  bandage  was  applied  from  the 
toe6  to  the  waist.  After  the  cast  had  "  set,"  the  patient 
was  suspended  by  the  injured  limb,  so  that  the  buttock 
on  the  affected  side  just  swung  clear  of  the  bed.  The 
little  fellows  were  remarkably  comfortable  in  this  posi- 
tion, and  in  every  case  the  result  was  perfect  union  with 
out  shortening  or  deformity. 
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Hkknia.  Twenty-three  cases  of  hernia  have  been 
operated  upon,  the  ages  ranging  from  nine  months  to 
five  years.  The  majority  of  surgeons  prefer  to  treat 
rupture  in  children  under  four  or  five  years  of  age  by 
the  application  of  a  suitable  truss.  This  method,  however, 
requires  two  or  more  years  to  accomplish  a  cure,  and  fails 
altogether  in  a  considerable  percentage  of  cases.  Then, 
too,  many  so-called  cures  relapse  later  in  life.  Children 
bear  surgical  work  remarkably  well,  and  there  is  no 
major  operation  in  surgery  attended  with  as  little  shock 
and  giving  as  satisfactory  results  a6  the  operatiou  for  the 
radical  cure  of  hernia.  The  curability  of  rupture  in 
early  childhood  is  a  settled  fact.  The  safety  of  the 
method  is  generally  acknowledged.  The  question 
then  is — shall  we  operate  or  shall  we  apply  a  truss '. 
The  former  plan  requires  about  two  weeks  to  effect  a  cure  ; 
the  latter  requires  two  or  more  years,  aud  is  far  more 
uncertain.  It  is  a  safe  prediction,  that  operation  will 
soon  be  the  method  of  choice  in  the  treatment  of  hernia 
in  children,  regardless  of  the  age  of  the  patient. 

Abdominal  Surgery.  Twenty  abdominal  operations 
have  been  performed  during  the  year  for  the  following 
conditions : 

Tubercular  peritonitis  .8  cases;  2  deaths. 

Appendicitis   5    "      1  " 

Acute  intussusception  4  " 

Cirrhosis  of  the  liver  .1  " 

Intestinal  obstruction  (volvulus)  1    "  death. 
Sarcoma  of  the  intestine   1  " 

In  all  the  patients  with  tubercular  peritonitis  the 
disease  was  well  advanced,  medical  treatment  having 
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failed  to  benetit  them.  In  this  affection  surgery  offers 
a  prospect  of  cure  in  selected  cases,  and  improvement 
in  nearly  all. 

Of  the  other  twelve  patients,  two  were  urgent  and  ten 
were  "  emergency"  cases.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that  in 
hospital  practice  children  with  serious  abdominal  condi- 
tions are  rarely  brought  in  for  operation  until  every 
other  measure  has  failed.  Of  the  appendicitis  cases, 
fully  90  to  95  per  cent,  have  abscess,  gangrene  or  gen- 
eral peritonitis.  Four  cases  of  acute  intussusception 
were  operated  upon  and  all  rtcovered.  One  of  them 
deserves  more  than  passing  mention,  for  in  this  little 
patient,  aged  four  and  a  half  months,  it  was  necessary 
to  resect  a  part  of  the  invaginated  intestine,  as  gangrene 
had  already  set  in.  The  cut  ends  of  the  bowel  were 
brought  together  with  a  Murphy  button,  and  recovery 
followed.  This  is  the  first  recorded  successful  opera- 
tion in  an  infant  where  the  above  procedure  had  to  be 
resorted  to. 

A  detailed  tabulation  of  all  the  work  done  in  the 
Babies'  Wards  may  be  found  in  the  Directors'  report. 
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The  House  Coram itte  begs  for  jelly  for  the  children, 
it  is  almost  the  only  sweet  they  have,  and  is  in  such  de- 
mand that  the  closet  shelves  are  often  nearly,  if  not  en- 
tirely, empty.  The  toy  cupboards  also  are  never  full 
enough,  and  some  of  the  toys  your  little  ones  are  tired  of 
would  be  hailed  with  delight  by  our  sick  children. 

The  League  is  most  anxious  to  increase  its  membership 
as  we  are  in  need  of  more  workers,  and  the  aunual  dues 
of  five  dollars  help  to  pay  for  our  two  beds,  the  Kinder- 
garten teacher  and  all  the  many  things  which  are  needed 
for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  our  babies. 

The  treasury  is  so  low  at  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year  that  we  are  bending  our  energies  now  to  a  fair  which 
we  are  to  hold  in  the  spring,  and  we  hope  then  to  in- 
crease by  a  goodly  sum  the  wherewithal  to  continue  the 
work  in  which  we  are  so  much  interested.
